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THE POSITION OF 
CHINESE WOMEN. 


Ir bas been well said that the 
estimation in which women are 
held is the teat of a vation’s moral 
worth, “No reforms,” says on 
enlightened Chinese writer, “ would 
ba complete without the education 
of women and no nation can boast 
of superior civilization while one- 
‘half of its members are in dee 
ignorance and benighted supersti 
tion. The destiny of a nation is 
‘inextricably involved in the con- 
dition of ‘the women.” Though 
some writers have asserted that, in 
spite of their ignorance and super- 
stition, the morals of the women 
of Chios are far higher than 
those of women in Europe, 
nd their manners incompar- 
ably cuperior, it needs bub 
@ ‘superficial acquaintance with 
them to cause such s'atements 
to be regarded with a considerable 
degree of suspicion, Ib cannot be 
denied, however, tha the position 
‘of women in China compares favour- 
ably with that of their sisters in 
obher Eastern lands, On the rare 
occasions, such as the celebration of 
great idolatrous festivals, when the 
‘better class Chinese women are to 
be seen in public, the impression 
conveyed to the mind of the 
observant specta'or is not that they 
are living lives in which harsh 
treatment and oppression are the 
predominant features, bub rather 
that their exis'ence is one of frivo- 
lous inactivity aud monotonous 
routine. In Japan, it is true, 
‘woman ho'ds a higher place in the 
social economy than she does in 
China. .She is not purchased 
im marriage and may be said 
to ocoupy a middle position 
between the degradation of the 
Mohammedan harem and the Chris- 
tian plane of Europe and America, 
‘Whatever may be the virtues of 
Confucianism, and it is not denied 
phat it possesses some, it is certain 



































that it degrades women, neglects 
her education and bas been instru- 
mental in keeping her in ignorance 
for centuries past. The claim has 
becn made by some writers that the 
social porition of many women has 
been improved by Buddhism; but 
this isa claim which we should be 
very slow to admit. Whatever 
merits may be possessed by the 
religious systems which have held 
tway from time immemorial in 
China the practical outcome, so far 
‘as women are concerned, is seen in 
the superstition and ignorance and 
the complete disregard for clean- 
liness of mind and body that have 
existed for centuries. As Mrs. 
Bisbop bas said, “They degrade 
ite degradation. 

‘To those who are at all conver- 
sand with the Chinese written 
nguage the ideographs of which 
it in composed speak eloquently of 
the position assigned to women 
in China. A recent careful obser- 
ver writes, “From cradle to grave 
she is aba distinct disadvantage as 
compared with man. Women are 
spoken of as‘ moulded out of fanlte," 
unworthy of equality with men; 
and it is only following in the foot- 
steps of their sages tbat men look 
upon women with lofty disdain 
and credit them with much evil, 
not knowing or caring to discover, 
much less to cultivate, the good 
in them.” A due appreciation 
of these facts is all that is 
needed to enable us to gain 
some adequate conception of the 
great changes that are taking place 
in the position and prospects of the 
women of China, And this change 
appears the more remarkable when 
the poverty and the squalid sur- 
roundings of the great majori' 
women, together with the vitiated 
and enervated lives of the more 
istocratic and wealthier classes, 
into consideration, As 
China is unique among nations by 
reason of her long seclusion and 
isolation from the rest of the world, 
it would appear that she will be 

¢ on account of the rapidity 
with which the long delayed trans- 
formation is now taking place. 
A generation ago the most 
acute observer could nob have pre- 
dicted such a rapid movement on 
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whilst other nations were pressing 
forward and leaving her hopelessly 
behind in everything that goes to 
build up a nation—in the march of 
civilization and in the enlighten- 
ment of the people. In nothing 
is this facb more conspicuously 
manifested than in the movemend 
now taking place for the eman- 
cipation of the women of China, 
who have been so long held in the 
bondage of ignorance and supersti- 
tion. 

The extraordinary volte face 
observable among the Chinese in 
reference to female education is 
strikingly shown by the number of 
hols now in existence in Shang- 
hai, nob to mention other places, for 

‘There are ab pre- 
sent, it n calculated, at the 
very loweab estimate, nearly 70,000 
Chinese young women in the 
foreign Settlements. Of these about 
thousand are students of 












one 
Chinese and modern learning 
80,000 are em- 

i factories and 
flatures. The girls’ boarding chools 


under Missionary control in Shang- 
hai number six with over three 
hundred studen's, who _ begin 
to enjoy an unprecedented free- 
dom of which their own mothers 
never dreamed. In addition to 
these Micsionary schools there arc 
twelve others under native control 
which are very efficient and accom- 
plishing a solid work. im of 
these schools, generally speaking, 
is to bring about the mental, moral 
and physical improvement of 
women whilst the cultivation of a 
spirit of patriotism is not forgotten 
in some of them. That a large 
measure of success is attending the 











f|efforts pub forth is abundantly 


evident. ‘Through their instru- 
mentality, ib is no exaggeration to 
maintain, a mighty force is beiag 
seb in motion which will, in the 
near future, materially assist in the 
tion of the condition of the 
people ns a whole. Ibis 
je leaven which presently 
leaven lump. 
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Another factor which has to be 
taken into account in this con- 
nexion is the wonderful success 
that has attended the efforts of the 


anti-footbinding Society which,

Bat, although some of them sp»ke 
openly in favour of the change, the 
conservative atmosphere of Pekin;

Among 
foreigners there have been both ad- 
vocates and opponents of any such 
change. On the one hynd itis point 
ed out that the presenb costume 
is admirably adapted to the climate 
and is abthe same time graceful, 
while the horrors of a picture in 
which a Chinese a silk hat 
figures are invariably conjured up. 
‘All guch arguments are disposed of 
by our writer, and a strong point 
is made when he insists up n the 
hindrance that the Chinese dre 
to all manual labour and physical 
exercise, The fact that a uniform 
‘on the Western model is worn by 
the Chinese Army and is now 
donned by Viceroys and otber high

‘Phe reception that is likely to 
be-essarvel in eemate quarters to 
the proposed adoption by the 
Chinese of Western: dress A be 
gathered from the statement which

contemporary’ that the Shanghai 
Ta tai has announced that he will 
nob receive in future students 
dressed in European clothes and 
without queues, Unfortunately 
for the cause of reform in 
China it has become associated 
in the minds of many of the officials 
with the employment of murder 
and rebellion as a means towards 
the desired end,. Of these crude 
and utterly ineffective methods of 
advancing reform studen's who have 
spent a brief period in Japan under 





















apicuous by their demeanour,. their 
teams ‘and in many cases their man- 
ner of living, and when sooner or 
later some of their number fall 
under the surveillance of the police, 
it is no matter for surprise that as 
fa class they become an object of 
suspicion to the authorities. The 











‘bomb outrage in Peking on the 
occasion of the departare of the 
Travelling Commissioners and the 
recent assassination of the Governor 
‘of Anhui bave probably nothing in 
common; bub to the official mind 
both punctuate a long drawn-out 
campaign against the established 
order of things and they have 
engendered considerable fear at first 
in the Central Government and 
now generally among the provincial 
authorities of everything m_ the 
nature of reform. I’ is unlikely, 
however, that such fears will check 
for long the cause of progress in 
China. They present serious 
obstacles in its path, but a vigorons 
denunciation on the part of the 
native Press, as the mouthpiece of 
the cause, of any resort to violence 
in the work of accomplishing reform 
‘and the steady espousal of enlight- 
ened ideas, of which “The World's 
Chinese Students’ Journal” affords 
such a striking example, must 
ultimately break down official pre- 
judices in all cases except where 
self-interest has deadened the sense 
to all extraneous influence.

ANomirication i 1 the Hongkong 
Government Gazette to which our 
correspondent in the Colony ref-rs 
in bis Jetter published in another 
column announces the decision of 
the Government to retain all the 
subsidiary coins that reach Govern- 
ment Departments and nod to 
reissue them. Coins so ret :ined will 
be melted down and sold, with the 
object of reducing the amount of 
such coi in circulation to thab 
required by the necessities of 
business in the Colony. This 
step has been forced upon the 
Government in self-defence by 
the indiscriminate issue from the 
Canton mint of vast quantities of

In his Anoual 
Repord for 1906 the Governor 
called attention to this evil 
and stated that the Hongkong 
Government was taking steps to 
impress on the Chinese authorities 
the imperative necessity for check- 
ing the outpud from the Canton 
Mint, This over-issue of debased 
coinage had not only brought down 
‘by 5 per cent the value of stocks of 
similar coins already-in the country, 
‘but had also affected the doll 
value of the Hongkong subsi 
coins, The Goverament bad, a¢- 
cordingly, been unable to dispose of 
a large stock of this coin purchased 
in 1905 and had eventually to 
return nearly three and a half 
million dollars worth of ib to 
England for sale as bullion. How 
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embarrassing the ‘situation tended 
to become may be gathered from 
the fact that a Ferry Company, 
whoge takings are in ten-cent-pieces, 
lost in one year no less that $9,866 
in converting its receipts into 
dollars. Hongkong’s experienees 
in this respect, which form merely 
an aggravated phase of the general 
fluctuation in exchange, are ie- 
produced throughcus China, and 
Wwe may welcome as on carnest of 
what has yet to come even the mild 
action that has ab lasb been wrung 
from the Colonial Government in a 
business which, unfortunately, is 
every body's and, therefore, remains 
undone. *

highly improbable that plaintiff would 
havo raised an outery and gone to the

CONFERENCE. 
July 19, 


TuE Second Hague Conference 
wes opened on June 15, ‘Two 
hundred and thirty-nine envoys, 
representing forty-six independent 
States, ussembied nt The Hague, 
and after listening to an address of 
welcome by the Netherlands Foreign 
Mivister, unanimously elected 
Nelidoff, the priacipsl Russian 
delegate, their Prosjdent. Four 
Committees have been organized to 

jider, respectively: (1) Inter- 
Arbitration; (2) Military 
Operations on land; (3) Naval 
Operations ab sea; (4) Private 
rights at sea. All these matiers 
received more or less attention at 
the Conference of 1899, and the 
Permanent Internation! Court of 
Arbitration, founded in 1901 as the 
regult of that Conference, has 
settled many international ques- 
tions, including: the House-tax dis- 
pute’ in Japan; the Venezuela 
trouble ; the Anglo-French difficulty 
at Muscat; and. the Newfoundland 
Fisheries Award, ‘The system of 
Commissions of Inquiry, also sug 
gested in 1899, was successfully 
employed in connexion with the 
Dogger Bank incident. The pro- 

mme of the present Conference 
18 broad and comprehensive. Since 
1899 there bave been two wars, and

FLOODS IN JAPAN. 


MUCH LOSS OF LIFE

PIECE-GOODS. 


The steady improvement in our market conditions 
has continued, and clearances have been upon an active 
scale,-though somewhat hampered by the wet weather. 
Rain still continues at intervals throughout the Valley, 
and it is reported from Hankow that the water in the 
Han river is very high and that floods are feared, this 
having caused a certain amount of cessation of buying 
by Hankow dealers, who during the early part of the 
week were active purchasers. A repetition now of last 
year's floods would be most discouraging at a period 
when the effects of these disasters upon our market 
have barely been shaken off, and the weather chart is 
accordingly watched with a certain amount of nervous 
interest by dealers in general. 











From Tientsin it is reported that the country is 
still suffering from lack of rain, and the market is dull 
and dragging, while native advices from Newchwang 
report that although demand is somewhat slow at 
present, there are indications that business will show 
considerable improvement in the near future. 








As regards replacing purchases, our market and 
Manchester are still widely apart, and although manu- 
facturers are in some instances beginning to want 
business, the spinners have got the whip hand as 
regards prices at which these can be booked. 





American advices continue to report a very strong 
situation, and there is now not the slightest prospect of| 
any fresh supplies coming to this market this year, by 
which time the stock of Sheetings here will be about 
down to bed-rock if clearances continue normal, while 
in Drills, the short supply has already commenced to 
be filled by sales from Japan of low and medium 
qualities, of which some three to four thousand bales 
have this week been settled. 


The new outlet for Bombay Yarns, which has been 
discovered in Lancashire and the Kuropean continent, 
has caused valaes in Bombay to soar far above the 
level at present ruling here, and has resulted in reselling 
and reshipping back to Bombay from this market, 
which business is likely to, increase if values here 
do not quickly recover to an adequate level.——From 
Messrs. Innert & Co.'s weekly report.
